Com- 
menting upon the Annual, the Paris correspondeut 
of I.ondon Sporting Life says: “I can remember 
w Ijen the Belgian JtM-key Club Annual was a 
iioMlest little quarto, which you could comfortably 
carry in your p«Hket. ynd it was tlic only return 
of racing in lliat cmmlry. lor ‘La R«*vue du Turf 
Itclge’ lia<i not then been started by an ontei'^ 
I'rising Eiiglisliinan. wlio s[»ent a lot of time, money, 
and energy in trying to tn-ing llie raeing in Belgium 
into line with that of Fratice and England. Since 
riievalier Ilynderick de Theulogeot has taken the 
lea. I in Belgian racing affairs he has improved 
lliein in a remarkable «legrce. and the i*rosont 
v.duine is an ehvpient trii>uti* to his intelligence aiud 
cvperitMn-e. Flievalier Hyudcri<k ha.s often lx*en 
tailed the Belgian .\dmlral Koii.s, and he has done 
mneh to merit the title. I regard him and M. B, 
r«nn)iml. the director the F«>rest Racecourse, 
ami .M. Hechtermans, the etlilor of the ‘Sport Beige.’ 
as the three foremost autliorities on racing law 
and contnd in Btdgium. and the racegoing puldic 
ill that country owe a great deal to these three 
gentlemen. 

“The otlh ial .\niiiial. issued by the Belgian .Toek<*y 
rinti. does not confine itself eNclusively to Belgian 
matters. The first se<-tion is taken up witli partUn- 
lais of the recognized raiiiig amhorities. of foreign 
countries. We have the constitution <>f the Euglish 
Jockey Club and llie National Hunt roiumlttee, tlieir 
Stewards and tnenibers; and similar information 
aliout the Smiete (rEricouragenient and Hie Steeple 
Chase Society of France: the Union Klni» of Berlin, 
wliicji regnlales racing in Germany: the ,\ustrian 
and llnng.nriaii .ic key Chibs; Hie Sooicte d’Eii 
couragement of Spain, witli which, by tlie bye. 1 
do uol .see* the naiur of Hie King <»f Sjniin associated; 
Hie Jim key (.‘liiti and Steeplecliase Sia iely of 
Italy; Hie Societe .Nerlamlaise dcs Coiirs«*s. ■wliicdi 
is pnictleally the Dutch Jix-key Club: the Raeing 
Clubs of Scandinavia, .Switzerland, aud Gibraltar;

Much more attention is paid to the timing 
of races on the Continent than with yon, and in 
France the times are very accurately registereil. 

“The second section of the .Annual is devoted to 
the Rules of Racing as settled by the Belgian 
Jockey Club and the Pociete de Sport de Belgique. 
The rules of the Benefit Fund for trainers, jixkeys, 
and stalde Lads are also given. 

“The president of the Belgian .Iixke.v Cluli for 
Hie current .vear is M. tSnstav dn Roy de Blicquy, 
and the vice-president is >i. F. Coppee; the secre- 
tary is the Clievalier Hyndciick de Theulegeot: the 1 
treasurer .M. Gis»rges T. Serstevens. -while other 
members of the committee are M. Edmond Drugman, 
Baron .\d. della Faille d'lluysse. Baron Grenier, 
Baron .\lbert Van Loo. and Comte E. Visart dc 
Kocanne. The Jockey Cliiii is very exclusive, and 
the only other mcmliers are the Comte de Ribau- 
court. (icneral Baron Lmiden. M. Georges Parmen- 
ticr. .M. P, Van Derion. Van den Hecke le Leni- 
beke. .M. li. Van Grootven. Itaron Oscar Van I.oo, 
Vicoinie de Nieulaiit et de l*ottelsberghe.

Gnyot, -M. .Julian Lorthiois. M. (J. Vi.sart de Bocarme. 
M. F. Kibamourt. M. V.an der Kelen, M. G. de Den- 
tergliem.

“The colors of the principal Belgian owners are 
given; tlie^e are aliout KiO in number, of whom 144 
won races last year; 1 ]!♦ race meetings were heM 
in BHHi, and 81.5 races were run; 717 horses took 
part in these races. :;4T being Belgian-bred, and 370 
were imported horfcs. jirim ipally from England. This 
shows what a good market Belgium is for Englisli 
thoroughbred sto<k. for. in addition to these .'!7o. 
over 500 other racehors+’S were imported from Eng- 
land to Bcigiuin to nil! at Hie minor meetings round 
Brussels, and many Im-o-mI mares were also iKuight. 

I notice tliat Itcigian lircd horses win the ma.iority 
of races, but this is accounted for by the fact that 
per cent, of the prlze-moni'y lias to lie given for 
races confined to native horses. The total anioniit 
distributed in stakes in Belgium last year was 
1:88.412. The biMik gives a full return of the 
racing, completely indexed, and there are many 
interesting facts aliout the breeders aud the .stallions 
serving in the country.”
